» Dana Compton 
accepts school 
board’s buyout 


After signing a buyout offer early 
last week, Dana Compton is officially 
no longer the superintendent of the 
Boyne City Public Schools. 

Compton, along with board mem- 
bers Cathy Allen and Jim Stackus, 
signed the offer on Tuesday, June 12, 
alittle over a week after the board had 
unanimously approved the offer at a 
special board meeting. 

The buyout agreement signals the 
end of the long and harrowing saga 
of Compton’s trouble-plagued two- 
year stint as superintendent. For 
Compton, who recently tendered his 
resignation effective June 2002, the 
agreement became, simply, the best 
choice for his family. 

“It was the best situation for me 
and for my family,” he said. “To get 
out of the headlines, to get out of the 
day-to-day issues of this, and really, 
out of the personality conflicts that 
seem to be existing through this en- 
tire situation.” 

Though Compton had planned on 
continuing in the superintendent’s po- 
sition through the expiration of his 
current contract at the end of the 
2001-2002 school year, the board de- 
cided earlier this month to approach 
Compton with a buyout agreement, 
which would end his employment at 
the Boyne City Public Schools imme- 
diately.

Friends of the Boyne working to preserve watershed 


While many of us are just getting reacquainted with the 
Boyne River as the summer begins, the Friends of the Boyne 
River are simply continuing their ongoing relationship with 
the waters. According to the group’s co-founder, Tom 
Sheets, this summer will be just another busy season for the 
Friends. 

The group is currently anticipating the delivery of about 


. 200 tons of rock for their stream bank stabilization project, 


which will begin with the stretch between Dam Road and 
Kircher’s Dam. Four major sites will receive special 
attention, to include not only placing rocks to help combat 
erosion but also the installation of steps leading down to the 
water. ot 

“The pressure from fishermen is great there,” said Sheets, 
who hopes the steps will give sah a oe way to get up 


_-and down the riverbank.” 


Pressure of fishing activity in the area has broken down 
the banks, said Sheets, eroding sand into-the river bottom. 
The sand, he said, covers the natural gravel in the bottom of 
the river, which is necessary not only to aerate the water but 
used by native fish as spawning grounds. Aquatic insects, 
necessary to the delicate balance of the ecosystem, are 


~. smothered as well. 


The sand is “smothering what are quite likely the state’s 
most productive salmon and steelhead spawning grounds,” 
according to Sheets. 


Erosion, he maintains, is a huge problem not only in the 
Boyne River, but in waters al] over northern Michigan. Not 
only do anglers and others create pressure along the banks, 
but road/stream crossings and cutting of plants and timber 
also cat away at the water’s edge. With sandy roads crossing 
the river, hard rains wash sand off the road and into the 
water. Timber and plants at the riverbank normally provide 
natural stabilization; when those are removed or compro- 
mised, the natural protection from erosion they afford is 
eliminated. : 

The issue is not solely environmental, Sheets points out. 
Not only is the river and all it supports affected, but work to 
clean up and correct is costly to city, county, and state 
governments. “There is a monetary component,” said 
Sheets. “It’s a'costly thing.” 

Efforts to.correct the erosion problems have been a major 
thrust of the FOBR. The process, though, is not a simple - 


. one. First, said Sheets, the group undertook assessment of 


the problem, a long and tedious process.. After the assess- 
ments, permits had to be obtained to do the work needed, . 
which not only took time but money. The FOBR pitched in 
$5,000, which was.-matched by $5,000 from the Frey 


- Foundation; that $10,000 total was then matched by funds 


obtained through the Conservation Resource Alliance. 
The funding, added Sheets, was in part made possible by 
connections the FOBR has made with larger pede 


a 


like the Lake Charlevoix Watershed Project (see related story 
on page 3). “Through the Lake Charlevoix Watershed . 
Project, we were able to make partnerships with some 
people,” he said. “These larger projects help. You get to 
talk, understand different problems.” 

While the four most severe:sites will get the first atten- 
tion, the stabilization project will be far-reaching; “many 
other sites are also going to be involved,” said Sheets. 

The group will work in conjunction with the Charlevoix 
County.Road Commission, he said, for example, in replacing. 
some too-small culverts that cause rain waters to back up and : 
cover the road, creating more washout. ee 

The goal of all this work is, of course, keeping the Boyne . 
River and its tributaries in the best condition possible. “It’s a: 
[designated} Blue Ribbon Trout Stream,” he said. “It’s worth : 
saving if you have one.” .The Boyne is “still good,” he adds, 
but “if we don’t become good stewards,” it won’ t stay that 
way. 

Stewardship, really, is what it's all about, “Dm nota tree- 


- hugger,” said Sheets, smiling. “But you can’t be-too cavalier 
‘about it. [The FOBR] is just common sense. Basic environ- 


mental knowledge and appreciation.” 
Another major project in the works is the Boyne Trail, 
which group members have been pursuing over the last year. _

A history of working together

Teamwork, partnership, collaboration, coopera- 
tion, network — these are the buzz words of today, 
The importance of learning to work as a team is 
stressed in schools because that is how the business 
of the world is conducted; or at least that is the ideal: 

As a graduate student commuting 180 miles for a 
full day of classes once a week, I came to detest 
group projects. They were so much work! We had to 
find the time to meet, work through all of the group 
dynamics involved in setting a common goal and 
ensuring the work is done, and most difficult of all, 
trust the other members of the group to do quality 
work.

As a result, the 
library has a high speed, direct Internet connection 
that would not have been possible without the 
school partnership. The school also chose to use the 
same circulation and on-line catalog software as the 
library, which leads to further opportunities for 
resource sharing in the future. 

T applaud those community Jeaders who can see 
the advantages of working together for positive 
change; who understand that the best interests of the 
community are served by teamwork and collabora- 
tion. We are happy to be working with the schoo! 
once again, and want to thank those forward- 
thinking individuals who made this partnership 
possible. 

A lesson that history teaches again and again and 
captured in this proverb by one of my favorite 
sources of wit and wisdom, Anonymous, is this: “In 
union there is strength.”

They struggle with school and Iife just 
like you and I. The difference is that their parents have 
chosen to send them to a school whose focus is aris, whose 
parents have chosen an environment for their children 
much like that of a family. And, a small one at that! CAB 
only has one kindergarten classroom, one first grade class- 
room, one second grade classroom and so on! It’s pretty 
hard to get away with much! Much to the pleasure of the 
parents! I would like to personally invite anyone who 1s 
interested in or curious about CAB to visit. 

We were very pleased when the charter school came 
to Boyne City. It gave us the opportunity to choose the 
best environment and learning opportunities for our chil- 
dren. Though it may not be right for everyone, itis right 
for our family. Life is about choices and this is ours. Our 
school is not taking away anything from Boyne City ... 
we have students not only from here but also Charlevoix, 
East Jordan, Alba, Boyne Falls and Ellsworth. We are not 
taking away from the school system we are enriching it 
by offering competition. With that we all get better and 
raise the bar of educational opportunities. 

We have a loving and caring environment in our school. 
The teachers encourage and instill equality, cooperation 
and community at Concord. The teachers and adminis- 
tration encourage their students to go out and make a dif- 
ference, be involved and make a contribution to the place 
in which they live. CAB students recite their Concord 
Creed every morning, just after the Pledge of Allegience. 
They are expected to follow this at school, home and in 
the community. Whether it comes from Concord, BC 
Public Schools or any other organization it is a preat ¢x- 
ample for us all. 

It states: “Concord means peace, harmony. Peace in 
the world begins with Concord in my world and that can 
only happen as I am honest, unselfish, generous, kind, 
forgiving, considerate, respectful, musical, artistic, cre- 
ative and loving.” 

However, Concord has met with increasingly more 
resistance and less peace and harmony. 

Somehow our students (children) are taking the brunt 
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of several] unfortunate situations. They seem to be to blame 
for some of the problems that Boyne City has been expe- 
tiencing. | overheard someone say that “‘If the charter 
school wasn't here we wouldn't be in this mess.”” We have 
had our share of setbacks tike anyone else but it is unfair 
to say that Concord has in any way been involved in the 
unfortunate situation at Boyne City Public Schools. 

My family has been in Boyne City for five genera- 
tions. I love this town. | wanted my children to grow up 
here and enjoy the safety and closeness that I knew as a 
child. But [am disappointed to say that our town is not 
the same as it used to be. We have allowed all the trap- 
pings of life to get in the way of what is really important, 
God, family, community. It's time to put aside all the ani- 
mosities and start rebuilding our community one parent 
and one child ata time. 

I breaks my heart to see the town that I grew up in 
being torn apart to arguing and prejudices, What kind of 
example are we to others around us? I truly hope that BC 
Public Schools finds a way to overcome all of the adver- 
sity they are enduring right now. It is sad to see the school 
system in such a battle. No school is immune to prob- 
lems, it's just Boyne City’s unfortunate situation right now, 
it was Concords’ a few years ago so let’s remember that 
no school system is perfect.

Can't we all just please put aside our 
differences, our hard feelings and rebuild this commu- 
nity? Isn"tit hard enough to go through life without wast- 
ing energy and productivity on so much anger and hate? 

Can't we embrace each other’s differences, let each of 
us be a example to our children. They will get along when 
parents do and stop being prejudiced against each other. 
Our children don’t know that either school is “bad” or

TO THE EDITOR: 


Enough ts enough! The cruel words and mean-spir- 
ited behavior toward my husband, Dana Compton, must 
stop. Phrases like “Send him packin’ 200 miles down the 
road,” “The guy can’t be trusted, he should be fired,” and 
“Compton wants out and my tax dollars are paying for 
it” ring continually in my ears. My family is truly suffer- 
ing with this relentless persecution. 

As a former school board member, a concerned par- 
ent, and as a person who has attended all school board 
meetings since the summer of 2000, I urge you to con- 
sider the following DOCUMENTED FACTS before pass- 
ing judgment on Dana or my family. 

Dana’s superintendency in Boyne City began in July 
of 1999. However, the board asked him if he would at- 
tend several June meetings, an administrative retreat, and 
speak at Senior Citizen’s Day. Though his contract did 
not begin until July and he had to take vacation days while 
still employed as superintendent in another school dis- 
trict, Dana granted the board’s requests. He received no 
pay for this work with Boyne City Schools. 

Untold violations existed in Boyne City Schools when 
Dana began his work as superintendent. Title Nine viola- 
uons and an unlawful Building Trades program existed. 
Several thousands of dollars of computer equipment had 
been stolen. An uncertified teacher was teaching in the 
high school. A staff member, over several years, had 
double billed the district for thousands of dollars. The 
board was made aware of these violations upon their dis- 
covery. Though it would prove to be unpopular for Dana, 
documents prove that he corrected these issues in a fair 
and legal manner. 

Before Dana’s arrival, the board had approved a tech- 
nology plan at an approximate cost of $774,000 to the 
district. The approved plan went into action prior to Dana’s 
arrival. After his arrival, Dana discovered that the tech- 
nology plan was beyond the financial means of the dis- 
trict. To correct this matter, he obtained a low interest 
rate loan of approximately $500,000 so as not to jeopar- 
dize the financial state of the district. 

At the time of Dana's arrival, employee contracts 
throughout the district had not been settled. Dana was 
able to negotiate the contracts of all employce groups in 
the district without the use of attorneys. Only the final 
lega) language of the contracts was recorded by an attor- 
ney. The district was able to save thousands of dollars in 
legal fees. 

In September of 1999, an $18.8 million bond issue 
passed for Boyne City Schools. Prior to the sale of the 
bonds, Dana discovered that they were listed as ‘“Quali- 
fied” as opposed to “Unqualified.” He immediately acted 
to have the bonds changed to “Unqualified.” At the time 
of the sale of the bonds, A.G. Edwards (bond sales com- 
pany) was struggling to get Boyne City Schools an ex- 
cellent financial rating and, therefore, used Dana's finan- 
cial record with Morenci Area Schools to help obtain the 
necessary rating. Combined, these facts provided the dis- 
trict with savings of well over ONE MILLION DOL- 
LARS on its building project. The new high school project 
is currently on schedule and on budget. 

Dana implemented two successful Early Retirement 
Incentive programs for the district. These programs al- 
lowed for new teachers in the schools while reducing 
operating costs. © 

Dana, with the assistance of the current interim high 
school principal and the Char-Em ISD, was able to move 
the Alternative Education program into a real school set- 
ting for the first time in September of 2000. This move 
improved the program and reduced operating costs. Up- 
dated computer equipment and instructional software was 
also added to the program. 

Currently, the District Curriculum Council is being 


restructured with district-wide curriculum mapping. For 
the first time ever, the Boyne City School System is North 
Central Association (NCA) accredited grades K-12. A 
District Marketing Committee and Key Communicator 
Group have also been established. 

Dana is active and visible in the community. He regu- 
larly attended, and participated in, school events at all 
grade levels. In February of this year, Dana was featured 
on the PACE Educational Television Network as superin- 
tendent of Boyne City schools. 

Dana did not receive a pay increase throughout his 
employment with Boyne City Schools. He was the ONLY 
employee in the entire school district that did not receive 
a pay increase the 2000-2001 school year. 

Dana has repeatedly voiced concerns and documented 
information about the district’s declining enrollment and 
future financial state. The board is aware of these con- 
cerns and has failed to act upon many recommendations. 

In March of this year, Dana Compton resigned from 
his position as superintendent of Boyne City Schools. His 
resignation was to be effective at the end of his contract 
in June of 2002. The board unanimously accepted this, 
Last month, members of the board changed their minds 
and offered to buy-out Dana’s contract so that his em- 
ployment would end immediately. Dana NEVER re- 
quested that the district buy-out his contract. He had agreed 
to work until the end of his contract. 

Dana’s secretary stated, at the May 14, 2001 board 
meeting that she had been having “secret meetings and 
telephone conversations with members of the board.” Her 
job description states that she is the executive assistant to 
the superintendent, not the executive assistant to the board. 
Her actions violated her contract and the personal trust 
Dana had placed with her. 

In all workplaces, insubordination, absenteeism, and 
undermining your boss are grounds for termination of 
employment. The “ permanent fixture” theory, stated by a 
board member about a district employee at the June 1], 
2001 board meeting, does not exist. 

The current board president is an uncertified board 
member and is in violation of board policy. 

In March of this year, the board violated the Open 
Meetings Act. The District Freedom of Information Act 
Policy was also violated. In May, the board violated policy 
by conducting a “hearing” without cause. 

The current board president, board members, and 
Dana’s secretary have used thousands of district dollars, 
over the last nine months, on attorney fees related to alle- 
gations made by the board president. 

Boyne City Schools has seen 14 high school princi- 
pals and superintendents (includes interim positions) over 
the past 20 years. As of June 18, 2001, the district will 
have no superintendent and has only an interim high school 
principal. 

Three of the four candidates elected to the Board on 
June 11, 2001 support the actions of Dana’s secretary 
and/or the actions of the board (including the expenses of 
Dana’s buy-out). 

The Boyne City School System is not only buying-out 
a superintendent, it is losing two lifetime students and the 
state funds that they generate, the participation of these 
same two students in extra-curriculars, and a six member 
family of dedicated volunteers and supporters. 

These statements are not allegations or hearsay. They 
are factual, backed with documentation. Iam not airing 
“sour grapes” regarding Dana’s employment termination 
with Boyne City Schools. Iam, however, airing the facts 
so that my family can move on the past several months. 

Life moves forward. It is my hope that the commu- 
nity and the school will soon recover from the actions of 
a few and move forward as well. The families and chil- 
dren of Boyne City certainly deserve this much.

County needs a balanced stormwater board 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The Charlevoix County Stormwater Board of Appeals 
is meeting to review and amend the Charlevoix County 
Stormwater ordinance. Activities on construction sites 
have been identified as a leading cause of degradation 
and loss of fisheries and the source of stream, river and 
lake pollution. The Stormwater Board is comprised of a 
representative from the Charlevoix Road Commission 
(Jim Vanek), one County Commissioner (Shirley Roloff), 
the Charlevoix County Drain Commissioner (Jo Anne 
Beemon) and four persons appointed by the Charlevoix 
County Commissioners. The commissioners have ap- 
pointed Jim Malewicz, an employee of Performance En- 
gineering, Tom Irwin, resident of Emmet County and 
employee of H&D, and Jim Behling retired builder and 
current County Commissioner, to sit on this board. The 
County Commissioners are seeking one more board mem- 
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ber to fill a vacated seat. 

The natural resources of Charlevoix County are the 
foundation of our quality of life, recreation and our 
economy. Growth must be managed wisely or we will 
kill the goose that lays the golden eggs. The majority of 
resource protection must be done at a local level. In order 
to create a workable and responsible ordinance, we need 
a balanced board. It is important that the Charlevoix 
County Commissioners appoint a conservation expert to 
advise the board on scientific protection of our lakes and 
streams and fisheries. 

“There will be a public hearing before the amended or- 
dinance is adopted.

with the river and Old City Park, on 
through past the Industrial Park and 
along the old railroad grade, continu- 
ing through to Boyne Mountain and 
Boyne Falls. 

Through diligent work of several 
members, headed up by local resident 
Mike Sheean, the project has already 
been granted an easement from the 
City of Boyne City along the Indus- 

- trial Park, and is currently working 
with other area businesses and prop- 
erty owners in the hopes of mapping 
out the rest of the trail. 

Charlevoix County and the City of 
Boyne City have already indicated 
their willingness to take over liabil- 
ity of the trail in their respective ju- 
risdictions, as well as some upkeep. 

Sheets said that FOBR is also hop- 
ing to have a few nature trail loops 
for foot traffic only created off the 
main trail, which is for foot and bike 
use. The trails, he said, can help the 
group's mission overall by helping to 
develop a “sense of awareness and 
then responsibility” for the area’s 
natural resources, as well as provide 
another way to connect with other 
area communities. 

Though those two major areas are 
taking up much of the Friends’ time 
and resources, other ongoing projects 
are also being tackled all the time. 
The group continues to move forward 


with its goal of eradicating the inva- 
sive, non-native Purple Loosestrife 
from the riverbanks, and also hosts 
various clean-up efforts around the 
area, throughout the year. 

Education, too, is an important 
aspect of the FOBR mission, one they 
will continue to pursue and develop. 
The Department of Environmental 
Quality is. currently performing test- 
ing to help determine whether a per- 
manent site on the river is viable for 
the FOBR’s Environmental Educa- 
tion Center, The building, a cabin 
once owned by Ernest Hemingway’s 
niece, has already been donated and 
moved to a temporary site in River- 
side Park. The intention, said Sheets, 
is to restore the cabin for use as a trail 
head and an educational center for 
students, as well as further develop 
the park area. 

The group is currently assembling 
a library of educational books, and 
continues work monitoring water 
quality, compiling data they regularly 
send to the state. 

In their spare time, the group also 
hopes to undertake an assessment of 
the wildlife in the Boyne Valley, in- 
cluding birds, plants, and trees, in an 
effort to “type” the environment. The 
project will likely take two or three 
years, but will be useful in knowing 
what exists so that “if it changes, we'll 
know what it was,” and hopefully, 
pinpoint why. The goal, then, mak-

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things over, Compton put his pen to 
paper last week. Though he techni- 
cally had until Tuesday, June 19, to 
back out of the agreement, by late last 
week, he was already thinking about 
the future. 

“J have been looking both in the 
private and public sector,” he said on 
Friday, noting that while there are nu- 
merous opportunities, right now, he 
just wants to “take some time to make 
decisions for myself and my family, 
not just for me personally. The most 
important thing is to put this behind 
the family.” 

Under the buyout agreement, the 
district will continue to pay Compton 
a salary through June of 2002. 

Though the buyout will perhaps 
bring closure to Compton, the district 
will: now begin the process of mak- 
ing some big decisions about its own 
future. According to school board 
president Marty Moody, while the 
district is in the process of “kicking 
around” what the next step will be, 


an interim superintendent is likely in 
the offing. “I sincerely believe that 
what the entire board will agree to is 
an interim,’ Moody said. “As far as 
going out and looking [for a new su- 
perintendent] right now is not in the 
best interest of the board, to put arush 
job on that.” 

And during the time that a search 
for a new superintendent is moving 
forward, said Moody, “everything is 
in place for the district to run fine with 
an interim,” noting that The 
Christman Company and a steering 
committee are still overseeing the 
building project. As for the other 
ongoing school operations, he said, 
“we have a great administration at 
hand, a great staff at hand. They will 
continue to do everything they need 
to do.” 

Though the school board has 
scheduled a special meeting for 
Wednesday, June 27, to discuss the 
proposed 2001-02 budget and the pro- 
posed use of Headlee underfunding 
settlement funds, the issue of a super- 
intendent is not on the agenda.

ing sure that if something gets de- 
stroyed or altered, “we'll know why. 
You have to have accountability,” he 
said. 

While.the work list seems never- 
ending, Sheets points out that a ma- 
jor component of the. group is, and 
always has been, to have fun.

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Watershed Project looking at 
solutions to area water pollution

Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council, along with 
many other area organizations, hosted a public forum 
in Boyne City on June 14 to inform the public about 
the Lake Charlevoix Watershed Project, which aims 
to correct water pollution problems in the area. 

The Lake Charlevoix Watershed, one of northern 
Michigan’s largest watersheds, covers approximately 
335 square miles in Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties, and includes the municipalities of 
Boyne City, East Jordan, and Charlevoix, as well as 
the villages of Alba, Bay Shore, and Elmira. 

Lake Charlevoix and its two main tributaries, the 
Jordan and Boyne rivers, are the main bodies of wa- 
ter in this watershed. 

Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council and its 24 part- 
ners in this project have been conducting inventories 
and surveys of the pollution levels in the watershed 
for the past three years. The report they compiled 


| cites the specific activities which cause the most pol- 


ution and makes recommendations to reduce and 
correct these problems, which are threatening the 
water quality of Lake Charlevoix and its tributaries. 

According to their report, the main sources of the 
pollution in the Lake Charlevoix Watershed are 
nonpoint sources, including stormwater drainage, 
lakeshore/streambank erosion, road/stream crossings, 
agricultural operations, and recreation.

The implementation phase of the Lake Charlevoix 
Watershed Project is expected to begin in late summer 
or early fall of this year, and will take about three years 
to complete. The project has already received funding 
from the Michigan Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity, and is in the process of requesting a grant under 
Section 319 of the Federal Clean Water Act, which 
appropriates money for watershed management. 

Included in this phase will be restoration of eroded 
shoreline and streambanks, cleanup of seriously pol- 
luted areas, working with the road commission to re- 
store and improve road/stream crossings, and educat- 
ing landowners in the watershed about safe waste dis- 
posal and land protection, among other plans. 

“Our work affects residents because we are trying 
to help protect and improve their water quality,” said 
Tip of the Mitt’s Ann Baughman. “We want everyone 
to know that it’s not too late to get involved in this 
effort. 

“There’s a lot of work increasing awareness about 
what people can do on their own property to help out,” 
she said. Some things residents can do to help are: 
make sure fertilizers and pesticides are used carefully; 
pick up after pets at a park or near the water; and main- 
tain septic systems.

Fistula are other common types of 
vestibular diagnoses that have re- 
sponded well to Physical Therapy, 
Banner said. 

“The common signs and symp- 
toms of vestibular problems may in- 
terfere with your ability to perform 
daily activities or work,” Banner said. 

By undergoing Vestibular Reha- 
bilitation, patients often feel com- 
plete, or nearly complete, relief of 
their dizzy symptoms. 

“The average person experiencing 
vertigo problems is seen for two to 
three treatment sessions, which last 
about 30 to 60 minutes,” Banner said. 
“Patients who demonstrate significant 
balance problems occasionally will 
require Physical Therapy two or three 


umes a week for one month.” 

Rehabilitation often includes 
therapeutic exercises such as eye and 
head coordination, habituation, walk- 
ing programs, balance retraining to 
improve motor coordination and sen- 
sory organization, and particle repo- 
sitioning maneuvers. 

Patients are given a home pro- 
gram, which includes three or four 
exercises and a walking regiment 
when appropriate, Banner said.

= After seven successful years 
as BC head basketball coach, 
Kevin Fitzpatrick hangs it up 


If there’s one thing Boyne City boys basketball coach Kevin 
Fitzpatrick has always focused on, it’s the kids. 

That emphasis will surely be missed, as Fitzpatrick recently de- 
cided that he would not return for an eighth year as head coach for the 
Ramblers’ varsity squad. 

“Kevin is an outstanding role model for kids,” said Boyne City 
High School athletic director Steve Beyer. “(For Fitzpatrick] it’s not 
about wins and losses, it’s about developing young men into quality 
human beings. His curriculum was basketball.” 

Coaches, Beyer said, “don’t come along like that every day.” 

True to form, Fitzpatrick said the thing he’!] miss most is, of course, 
the kids. ‘My whole intent was being there for the kids,” he said. “I 
met a lot of outstanding young men.’ 

Atthe end of this most recent season, though, Fitzpatrick eee stock, 
as usual, of his coaching experiences. “It’s an ongoing decision pro- 
cess,” he said. “Every year at the end of the season, [I’ve] evaluated 
that, what’s best going forward.” 

What he’s leaving behind is 11 years of experience and working 
with the players he cared about. Head varsity coach for seven years, 
and varsity assistant coach for four years, Fitzpatrick saw plenty of 
ups and downs. Through the 90s, though, he said, the team “had quite 
a bit of success,” winning six of 10 district championships. “We had 
a pretty nice little run,” he said. 

More important than what he’ll miss though, is what he was able 
to contribute in his years at the helm. “Hopefully, I was able to make 
a positive difference,” he said, “and positively influenced kids lives.” 

“Tt wasn't about basketball! for me,” he said. “We could have gota 
lot more wins. But basketball is not the end, it’s simply the means.” 

This year, with a new, more demanding job and a new baby added 
to the family, coaching became a little tougher to juggle with other 
responsibilities. Not that his family wants him to quit; ironically, they'd 
rather he kept coaching. “His family absolutely loves him coaching,” 
said Beyer, a fact that Fitzpatrick readily confirms. 

But other pressures also led to his decision to step down, includ- 
ing, he said, administrative changes that took away his having the 
final word in which and how many students made the team. 

“The most important decision [a coach has to make] has no longer 
been entrusted to me,” he said. 

Though Fitzpatrick actually resigned earlier this year, according to 
Beyer, he chose not to make a big announcement; in order to go out 
“with not a lot of fanfare.” That choice, said Beyer, “speaks to how 
much Kevin cared about kids. He wanted the kids to be the primary 
focus of what we're doing. That’s why I enjoyed working with Kevin. 
It’s easy to say [that the kids come first], but he lived it.” 

While the decision was a hard one, Fitzpatrick believes it was the 
right one for himself and his family right now. “It’s hard to step away,” 
he said, noting that, if the time was right, he might “step back one day. 
I'll leave that door open.” 


AS FOR FINDING a replacement for Fitzpatrick, Beyer said the 
school is “exploring all options. We have some people who are inter- 
ested. We're trying to bring that process to closure as fast as we can, 
[but] we want to make sure we make the right decision.” 

In the meantime, he said, some former and current coaches, in- 
cluding Jim Brown, Scott Hausler, Tom Sweet, and Mark Ameel, are 
making sure the summer programs continue, including basketball 
camps for high schoo] team members as well as for the younger play- 
ers. ;
